Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 15-19, 24-30, 38-43, 53-56, 61-67 and 75-78 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cummings et al. (US 6,194,867). The reference 
discloses a charger for a plurality of batteries wherein the lowest charged battery is 
charged until all batteries are charged. See figure 4. Programs are employed as 
charging procedures. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7-14, 20-23, 31-37, 44-52, 57-60 and 68-74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

103(a) as being unpatentable over Cummings et al. (US 6,194,867). The reference 



does not specifically disclose the timing or the sensing of existing battery at port. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have selected any amount of time, since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the 
optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Alter, 105 USPQ 
233. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have a redundant system to sense connection of battery, since it 
has been held that omission of an element and its function in a combination where the 
remaining elements perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill in 
the art. In re Karlson, 136 USPQ 184. The system does not need this sensing since 
the "empty" port would register an open circuit and therefore affecting no electrical 
change to the entire charging procedure. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The reference shows in figure 4 boxes 423-430 that the lowest charged 
battery is detected and charged. It then checked to see if the there is any more lower 
charged battery (430), if there is another lowered charged battery (423), it would 
charged the lower one and the steps repeat until all batteries are charged to a certain 
level. These steps are very similar to applicant's claimed steps and conditions.
